A game animal that has been 
chased or frightened will have 
a large dose of adrenaline 
pumped through its body, he 
points out. A frightened ani- 
mal's glucose level "will drop 
and the breakdown of glycogen 
will increase the lactic acid 
fofmed in its muscles. This 
combines to toughen the meat. 

Mr. Rinker also points out 
that it is important to cool the 
meat quickly and keep it cool. 
For this reason, the heat of an 
automobile engine makes the 
hood of a car a terrible place to 
tie down a big animal for trans- 


portation. The trunk or a pick- 
up bed is much” better, he 
states. 

Once the game is killed, it is 
important to get it home as 
soon. as possible so the meat 
can be properly processed, he 
continues. 

The book offers, healthy 
recipes for venison, bear, rab- 
bit, squirrel, raccoon, opossum, 
quail, goose, grouse, ducks, 
frogs, pheasant and turtles. 
There's also a chapter on cook- 
ing fresh fish. 

Mr. Rinker points out. that 
you can't take recipe developed 
for beef and simply substitute 
venison because the meats are 
too different. 


To get the best flavors when 
cooking with wild game, you 
Should use recipes that were 
developed for this meat. He 
offers plenty of healthy recipes 
for a wide variety of meats and 
fish. 

Since Lake Okeechobee is 
renown for Speckled Perch, I'll 
pass along his recipe for Perch 
with Wine. 


Speckled Perch 
with Wine 

Ingredients: 

4 large perch, or more if 
small, cleaned 

flour 

5 tablespoons vegetable oil 

3 tablespoons white wine 
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ernative 


l.cup milk 

Dill 

Dust the fish with flour, Put 
two tablespoons of oil in a skil- 
let and brown the fish lightly in 
the oil on both sides. 

Add the wine’ to the skillet 
and continue to cóok slowly for 
another ten minutes. Then 


-remove the fish to a platter and 


keep it warm. 

Add to the skillet, three 
tablespoons of oil, two table- 
spoons of flour and the milk. 
Stir while hot until smooth and 
thick. Additional seasoning can 
be added if desired. 

Pour sauce on the fish and 
add a few sprigs of dill for a 
nice garnish.

If-you think mosquitoes like 
you better than they like other 
people, you're probably right, 
say University of Florida 
researchers. 2 

In a study to determine 
whether the tiny vampires 
choose their victims or feed 
indiscriminately, UF entomolo- 
gist Jerry Butler and research 
‘assistant ~Karen McKenzie 
found that mosquitoes do, 
indeed, choose. 

“Undoubtedly, mosquitoes 
have preferences,” Butler*said. 
“People do differ, and in any 
group of 10, one person will be 
fed on more than others.” 

Mosquitoes have evolved and 
survived - even thrived, Butler 
points out - because of their 
ability to choose the best hosts 
for their blood meals, which 
they need to lay eggs. They find 
their hosts, initially, through a

keen sense of smell. 

Al] people have io:do to 
attract mosquitoes from even 
40 miles away is breathe. As 
they exhale, their carbon diox- 
ide and other odors mix to pro- 
duce a plume that travels 
through the airstream. The 
plume acts like a dinner bell to 
mosquitoes, letting them know 
a warm-blooded meal is within 
range. 

They fly up the plume in 
zigzag fashion until they 
arrive, for example, at a back- 
yard cookout. Then they local- 
ize on eddies of other odors in 
the airstream and then, within 
yards of a person, they use 
vision and heat sensing to 
make a selection.

“The things you put on you* 
skin to soften it and make you 
beautiful can be very strong 
attractants,” Butler: said.

4 
cosmetics can attract mosqui- 
toes. And while a repellent may 
offset that, most times the cos- 
metics and creams last longer 
than the repellents.” 
Medications, too, can change 
an attractive person into one 


, who is repellent or vice versa. 


These include heart and blood 
pressure medicine and drugs to 
treat high cholesterol. 

McKenzie saw this effect 
firsthand when a researcher 
volunteer was diagnosed with 
a brain tumor in the middle of 
her experiment. Before his 
tumor was. removed, he was 
repellent. After surgery, how- 
ever, he became very attractive 
to mosquitoes. 

Such findings have added to 
the intrigue for Butler and 
McKenzie. They theorize that 
mosquitoes, who need choles- 
terol and B vitamins but can't 
make them.on their own, can 
sense which host is the richest 
source of these ingredients. 

In their laboratory, Butler 
and McKenzie are screening 
materials to determine 
whether they attrdct or repel 
mosquitoes. They built an 


,of diseases greatly," 


computer, which records the 
feeding. Butler and McKenzie 
can then analyze the data to 
determine which substances 
the mosquitoes found most 
attractive. 

Their research goes beyond 
relief for barbecue guests. They 
hope to help people to protect. 
themselves. from mosquito- 
borne diseases. 

“If you reduce the feeding 
rates just a little, you reduce 
the probability of transmission 
Butler 
said. "Only one mosquito in a 


thousand carries disease 
organisms. 
People who think they 


attract mosquitoes are the ones 
at largest risk of mosquito- 
borne disease," Butler said. 
“They'll have a hundred mos- 
quitoes feed on them when d 
normally repellent person 
might have. five. It's that kind 
of ratio.” 

After mosquitoes choose a 
host, they look for a landing 
strip. It’s no accident that they 
often land in: hard-to-reach 
places. 

Mosquitoes feed quickly, just 


gone; the length of time they're 
on a host regulates whether 
they get squashed." 

If you've ever watched a mos- 
quito land on you and noticed it 
doesn't bite right away, there's 
a reason for that. Just any old 
spot'won't do. 

They search the skin surface 
with their mouth parts till they 
find a site that feels or tastes 
good, then insert their stylet. 
The stylet moves through the 


tissue "like an oil-drilling rig" 
working around objects and 


turning at angles. When it 
detects the mother lode - a cap- 
illáry - it taps right in. 

Butler says the study has 
far-reaching implications for 
backyard barbecues - and who 
is on the guest list. 

“If you can figure out who, 
among your friends, is attrac- 
tive to mosquitoes and be sure 
to invite that person to all your 
outdoor gatherings, you might 
be able-to spare your other 
guests from mosquito bites," 
Butler'said. "In any group, 
there should be one person who 
is highly attractive to mosqui- 
toes."

“6 Thursday, September 9 , 1999 - THE SUN 
Work to begin on new headquarters 
for Florida Fish and Wildlife 
Conservation Commission 


Construction should begin 
soon on the permanent 
Everglades Regional Office of 
the Florida Fish and Wildlife 
Conservation Commission 
(FWC) in West Palm Beach. 

The projected completiop 
target date for the $3.72 mil- 
lion project is August, 2000. 

The site is located within 
the City- of -West Palm 
Beach's Loxahatchee Nature 
Preserve at/8535 Northlake 
Blvd., approximately ~ one 
mile*west of the. intersection 


of State Road 710 and 
Northlake, according to 
Mark Robson, FWC 


Everglades Regional Direc- 
tor. 

The 15,600 square-foot 
facility will be the FWC's 
administrative hub for ten 
counties including: Palm 
Beach, Broward, Dade, Mon- 
roe, St. Lucie, Okeechobee, 
Martin, Hendry, Collier and 
Indian River counties-- home 
to more than four million 
people. 

Six-linked administrative 
pods will house 56 offices, a 
library, a wet laboratory, 


reception area, radio dis- 


patch center and assorted 
work and storage areas. 

The Florida Department of 
Management Services (DMS) 
has been managing the 
design and construction pro- 
ject for the FWC, Mr. Robson 
said, Architect and Engineer 
for the project is Robert G. 
Currie Partnership, Inc. of 
Delray Beach. Construction 
Manager is W.G. Mills, Inc. 
of Boca Raton. The project 
also includes the construc- 
tion of a fenced work site and 
equipment: storage area on 
city land located nearby. 

"We're pleased with the 
design philosophy emphasiz- 
ing aesthetic compatibility 
with the natural surround- 
ings,” Mr.Robson.said.

The main office, situated at 
551 N. Military Trail. since 
April, 1960, was closed in 
September 1997 when thé 
staff transferred to the tem- 
porary facility on Northlake 
Blvd. 

“Chronic overcrowding and 
an aging structure sparked a 
decade long effort to find a 
new home,” said Mr. Robson. 
“The old building, originally 
designed for ten employees, 
had been expanded twice 
over its 37 year history, but 
the cramped and deteriorat- 
ing facility no longer met the 
agency's expanding responsi- 
bilities and staff needs." 

The need for a new region- 
al office was dramatically 
underlined in 1996 when a 
survey of air quality at the 
facility by the Department of 
Labor and Employment 
Security documented exces- 
sive levels of indoor carbon 
monoxide and carbon diox- 


ide. A little more than a year 
later, the search for a new 
| site resulted in a three-year 
lease agreement with the 
City-af West Palm Beach to 
locate a temporary structure 
within . the' Loxahatchee 
Nature Preserve and Water 
Catchment Area. 

Mr. Robson said the 
arrangement was based on 
the hope that the Florida 
State Legislature would soon 
appropriate sufficient. money 
for the design and construc- 
tion of a permanent facility 
on the city's property. 

A $250,000 appropriation 
for architectural design, ser- 
vices.was passed by the state 
legislature during the 1997 
session. Another appropria- 
tion for $3,725,315 was 
passed during the 1998 leg- 
islative session. Mr. Robson 
pointed out that the need for 
the larger and permanent 
facility was further under- 
lined when the new Florida 
Fish and Wildlife Conse-rva- 
tion Commission (FWC) was 
launched on July 1.

Water. Fish Commission 
(GFC) ‘created in. 1943: with

The creation of a single 
state management agency for

Mother Nature tends to be 
redundant, especially when it 
comes to hurricanes. When 
Hurricane Bret slammed into 
South Texas recently, many ex- 


perts compared the category ` 


four storm to Hurricane An- 

drew. 

Like Andrew, Bret was a 
compact, powerful tropical cy- 
clone with winds over 140 mph.

For example, Bret's impact, 
on South Texas was not nearly 
as bad as expected. Andrew, on

Why Bret, and'other Gulf of 
Mexico hurricanes, intensified 
so dramatically is the subject of 
anew study by scientists at the 
National Oceanic and Atmos- 
pheric Administration (NOAA) 
and the University of Miami. 

Scientists have long suspect- 
ed that warm-water eddies in 
the Gulf of Mexico inject in- 
«redible energy into relatively 
weak hurricanes, energy that 
transforms'a weak storm into a 
pówerful óne. 

"The eddy acts like a bi gas 
can," said Nick Shay at the 


University. of. Miami: "We be-: 


lieve there is a heat transfer 
that occurs that causes the 
hurricane to intensify." 


To see if he is right, earlier, 


this month Shay-and other sci- 
éntists dropped 36 sensbrs into 
the eddy to” measure currents, 
water density and temperature 


to depths of 4,500 feet. More 
sensor$ were released by 
NOAA research aircraft into 
Hurricane Bret and additional 
sensors will be dropped.in the 
coming days. 

The results of the tests may 
help specíalists at National 
Hurricane Center forecast in- 
tensity changes in hurricanés. 
Forechsters do a very good job 
predicting where a hurricane 
might go, yet still have a tough 


. time determining how. much 


stronger or weaker that storm 
will become: 

"We don't know all the fac- 
tors that can cause rapid inten- 
sification." said Dr. Hugh 
Willeughby, lead scientist at 
the ‘Hurricane Research Divi- 
sion of NOAA, "We do know 


that warm eddies were a factor . 


in some memorable _ gulf 
storms. 

Willoughby . believes both 
Camille and. Opal were influ- 
enced by the, warm-water ed- 
dies. Camille, one of two cate- 
gory five hurricanes to strike 
the United States, and’ Opal, a’ 
category four storm with ids 
of 150 mph, both i ified 
dramatically in .the Guif. of 
Mexico.

Camille, Opal and Brèt, cause 
80 percent of all hurricane-re- 
lated damage. This new-re- 
search may help forecasters

Some researchers are now 
suggesting there may be sever- 
al types of Alzheimer's Disease.

Unless you have béen living 
under a rock for the last couple 
of years, everyone has heard of 
the infamous Year 2000 “Y2K Bug." 

The so called “Bug” involves 
reprogramming computers to 
make sure they don't mistake 
the date 2000 for the year 1900. 
Many software programs and 
computer chips store calendar 
dates as two-digit numbers. 
These ` software programs 
record the year 1998, as "98." 
This approach will work until 
the year 2000 when the "00" 


maybe read as 1900 instead of 
2000. 

If computers aren't fixed by 
January 1, there may be prob- 
lems. 

Banks and savings institu- 
tions face risks from the Year 
2000 issue because so many of 
their transactions depend on 
date-sensitive computer calcu- 
lations. These include posting 
interest to deposit accounts, 
crediting loan payments: re- 
ceived, handling automated 
teller machine transactions 
and many more transactions. 

Making sure that the more 
than 10,000 FDIC-insured fi- 
nancial: institutions correct 
their computer systems by Jan. 
2, 2000, is a major priority for 
the FDIC and other federal and 
state banking regulators, as 
well as for the industry. 

“The banking industry is al- 
ready 99 percent Y2K compli- 
ant,” said Jimmy Loyless, Re- 
gional Director for the, Division 
of Compliance and Consumer 
Affairs for the FDIC. “We con- 
tinue to identify, test, replace 
and retest our systems and we 
are sure the one percent of the 
industry will be in compliance 


by the new year.” 

Mr. Loyless went on to say 
that one benefit, of the media 
making such a big deal out of 
the “Y2K Bug” is that people 
are aware of it and some realize 
it is nothing to be concerned g 
about. 

"However if there is one thing 
I want-you to leave this meet- 
ing with, it is the fact that the 
criminal is also reading the 
newspapers and is just waiting 
for someone to take advantage 
of,” said Mr. Loyless. “If some- 
one calls your home and béi gy 
he needs your account numbers 
to your bank account, please do 
not give it to them.” 

Chief Michael Miller of the 
Belle Glade Police Department 
also gave the audience a few 
words of wisdom concerning 
the Y2K. 

"The best advice I can give is 
to use common sense, “ said 
Chief Miller. "Our systems inf 
law enforcement are all Y2K 
compliance, including the 911 
system." 

"Be reasonable and rational 
and as Mr. Loyless said, it wil] 
be business.as usual, like any 
other day."

told residents not to be con- 
cerned about their money dur- 
ing the change from 1999 to the 
year 2000. 

"We have been. working for 
over a year to make sure that 
the banking industry is in Y2K 
compliance," said Mr. 
Prielozny. “Even if the comput- 
ers failed to work, which is very 
unlikely, our bank will be doing 
business as usual. We have 
been in the banking business 
many years before computers 
and we will continue to serve 
our customers in the year 
2000." 

Unless you have been living 
under à rock for the last couple 
of years, everyone has heard of 
the infamous Year 2000 "Y2K Bug." 

The so called “Bug” involves 
reprogramming computers to 
make sure they don't mistake 
the date 2000 for the year 1900. 
Many software programs and ` 
computer chips store calendar 
dates as two-digit numbers. 
These 'sóftware programs 
record the year 1998 as "98." 
This approach will work until 
the'year 2000 when the "00" 


maybe read as 1900 instead of 
2000. 

If computers aren't fixed by 
January 1, there may be prob- 
lems. 

Banks and savings institu- 
tions face risks from the Year 
2000 issue because so many of 
their transactions depend on 
date-sensitive computer calcu- 
lations. These include posting 
interest to deposit accounts, 
crediting loan payments re- 
ceived, handling automated 
teller machine «transactions 
and many more transactions. 

Making sure that the more 
than 10,000 FDIC-insured fi- 
nancial institutions correct 
their computer systems by Jan 
2, 2000, is a major priority. for 
the FDIC and other federal and 
state banking regulators, as 
well as for the industry. 

“The banking industry is al- 
ready 99 percent Y2K compli- 
\ ant," said Jimmy Loyl Re- 
gional Director for the Di 
of Compliance and Consumer 
Affairs for the FDIC. *We con- 
tinue to identify, test, replace 
and retest our systems and we 
are sure the one percent of the 
industry will be in compliance 


by the new year." 

Mr. Loyless went on to say. 
that one benefit of the media 
making such a big deal out of 
the *Y2K Bug” is that people 
are aware of it and some realize 
it is nothing to be concerned g 
about. 

"However if there is one thing 
I want you to leave this meet- 
ing with, it is the fact that the . 
criminal is also reading the 
newspapers and is just waiting 
for someone to take advantage 
of,” said Mr. Loyless. “If some- 
one calls your home and says, 
he needs your account numbers 
to your bank account, please do 
not give it to them.” 

Chief Michael Miller of the 
Belle Glade Police Department 
also gave the audience a few 
words of wisdom concerning 
the Y2K. 

“The best advice I can give is 
to use common sense, “ said 
Chief Miller, “Our systems in 
law enforcement are all Y2K 
ice, including the 911

The Palm Beach County 
School District has 
released the SAT 1 test 
scores, showing . Palm 
Beach. County students’ 
average scores out per- 
formed the state on both 
the verbal and math por- 
tions of the exam. 

Glades Central High 
School went from ‘only 13 
students taking the test in 
1995 to 30 students taking 
the test in 1999. The SAT 1 
scores were listed as 406 
for verbal and 404 for math 
skills? 

At Pahokee High School, 
6 students took the test in 
1995. This year 22 stu- 
dents took the SAT 1 test. 
The average scorés at 


Pahokee were 461 on the 
verbal portion and 424 on 
the math portion. 

On a State level in 1995, 
50,470 students took the 
SAT 1 test in 1995.
